jt will be to the generality of mankind) it naturally led me 
to look back into the hiftory of Phyfick, to fee how in- 
jurioufly divers ufeful difcoveries in the Materia Medica 
were treated at their firft appearance in the world ; as 
alfo with what unwiilingnefs people have been prevailed 
upon to reform ancient errors, tho’ never fo contradictory 
to experience and common fenfe. -What I could fay up- 
on this fubjeét, would exceed the narrow bounds of your 
Paper: I fhall therefore * confine my obfervations into a 
compsis conformable to it. 

*T'is no new thing for} Churchmen to engage in difputes 
of all kinds, how foreign foever from their Profeflion ; 
bat there is this mifchievous confequence ufually attend- 
ing it, they feldom fail to fupport the Caufe they efpoufe, 
by bringing religion into the controverfy : and as they 
are fure, by that means, to make ftrong impreflions on the 
minds of the ignorant, (which is much the greateft part 
of mankind) they generally have the advantage in num- 
bers and noife ; and in + this we may affirm, Priefts of all 
perfuafions are the fame : I will inftance three remarkable 
Cafes, among divers others, to confirm what I have faid. 

1. About the beginning of the 16th Century, Peter 
BrissoT, a learned French Phyfician, took upon him to 
explode a ridiculous eftablifhed practice, derived from the 
Arabians, (but exprefly contrary to Hippocrates and 
Gate) of bleeding in, pleuretick cafes only in the oppofite 
arm. During his abode in Portugal, this raifed a fort of civil 
war among the Phyficians of that nation: one Denys, the 
firft of the Faculty, began, in violent terms, to decry what 
he looked upon asan innovation; divers books were writ- 
ten, with great animofity, on both fides of the queftion. 
The Priefts were not wanting to exert their utmoit power 
in defence of the old praétice: and altho’ the matter was 
referred to the ferious examination of the Academy of Sa- 
lamanca, they were in fuch furious hafte to have the new 
doétrine condemned, that, in conjunction with the Phy- 
ficians of their party, they drew up an — for that pur- 
pofe, to the Emperor Cuarzes V. A. D. 1529, where- 
in they affirmed it to be mortal, impious, and heretical, 
- were very near obtaining an Imperial mandate in their 

avour. 

2. °Tis well known among the learned, what feuds arofe 
upon the firft introducing the ufe of Antimony into the 
practice of Phyfick.

Your Journals 1 much 
admire ; which (as indeed every Paper of late) give us ac- 
counts of the magvificent feafts and diverfions, with which 
our Nobility ftrive to outdo each other, in regaling the 
Uluftrious Stranger now in Town. 

In return, I fhall give you a relation of the Duke of 
BuckincGuam’s reception at the Court of France, when 
Ambaflador extraordinary from K. Cuarces II. in the 
year 1670. What I fend you is copied from a Paper, 
which I found fome time ago in the clofet of an old de- 
ceafed kinfman, who was a Courtier in that polite reign, 
and went over with his Grace on that occafion. But the 
better to fupport the authority of my manutcript, let us take 
along with us what Mr. Eacwarp fays on that affair ; 
which in his own words is, ¢ The Duxe was received at 
‘ the French Court with all poflible demonftrations of 
‘ efteem and favour. All the forces about Paris were 
‘ drawn up and exercifed in his prefence ; Mafks and 
« Balls, Comedies and Operas. were prepared ; and like- 
‘ wife a reprefentation of a fea-fight in the canal of Ver- 
« failles, all for his diverfion ; and the Kine gave him 
‘ divers rich prefents, and made a publick feait on St. 
+ Lewis's day, pringipally upon his account. * The Am- 
baffador himfelf, in a letter to the Earl of ArLincron, 
dated Auguft the 15th, 1670, tells him, * If I had had 
‘ the good fortune to bring my Lord Fatconsripece’s

tin laced 5 red fattin caps covered with plumes of a 
white and red mixture; they were locked to the benches 
with filver chains ; between each 2 was fixed a flambeau 
of twelve inches circumference. Qn the poop was placed 
a mafly filver ftatue of Neptune on the bick of a Dol- 


| phin; in one hand he held the Kane’s fiandard, in the 


other (a token of ‘ubjeétion) his trident reverfed. On the 
ftern was the Kino’s thatué of the f#me rich metal, but 
embellifhed with jewels of gicat value; one hand con- 
tained a terreftrial globe, the other a naked fword. The 


| royal chair, covered with gold and enamelled, was railed 


upon 3 afcents, and the rich canopy over it was fupported 
by r2 filver ftatues reprefenting the 12 Peers of France. 
The Davupuin fate on the Kino’s rizht hand, the Duke 
of Bucxincuam on his left. Next followed the QueEn’s 
barge, rowed by 50 Spaniards ; then the Daupuin’s, row- 
ed by 50 Flemings; and then the Dukes, by as many 
Hollanders ; on the poop of which was placed the figure 
of a Dutchman, altride on a red herring, holding in one 
hand a piece of Poor-John, in the other fome bread and 
butter. Alter thefe followcd 50 Noblemens barges, with 
12 oars each. On the fhore flood 500 trumpets, with 
100 kettle-drums. On the banks of the river were fixed 
2000 flambesux. The fireworks play’d for 4 hours, with 
fuch amazing brightnels, that the very {iies feemed to 
be in flames The fuccceding night his Grace was 
entertained by the Kine at Fountainbleau with a ball 
and banquet, in Pavilions. The firft tent was hung with 
filver tiffue ; and the dancing-place with purple velvet em- 
broidered with filver. The feats were of Brafil; and the 
cufhions of cloth of gold. ‘The mufick confifted of 100 
violins, -and the illumination was 50 filver candlefticks, 
holding 4 lights a pisce. Another tent was hung with 
crimfon velvet, embicidered with gold, and deep gold 
fringes ; in this were 50 filver branches double hatched, 
and each containing 48 candlefticks. The wax of which 
the tapers were made, was mixed up with civet and am- 
bergreafe. The tables were of burnifhed filver, and the 
banquet ferved up on plates of mafly gold. The fweet- 
meats were the chéiceft that France and Italy could fur- 
nith, and in fuch profufion, that after the Court (which 
confifted of 1000 perions) were fufficed, there was as 
much of the defert left as 500 men could carry off, which 
the Kine ordered to be thrown amongtt the commonal- 
ty. The tents were all covered with cedar. The Cour- 
tiers dreffes were {uitable to the occafion. His Majefty 
had a very rich {vit on, the buttons of which were ex- 
ceeding finc pearls. His fword and belt were fet with 
pearls and diamonds, to the value of 40,000 pitloles, of 
which he made a prefent to the Duge before all that noble 
aflembly. ——- Here the nairative is much defaced, and 
not further legible. However, I fancy on the perufal of 
this, the eyes of your readers will be no longer dazzled 
with the glaring accounts of the many iumptuous feafts 
made for his Serene Hicuwess, who will probably be 
one day the Firtt Prince in Europe: when they find by 
this relation, what exceediag polite and expenfive enter- 
tainments, mixt with the higheft magaificence and ho- 
nours, Were given in the laft Century, even to a fubject 
of England.
